This is a threatened action to challenge an
administrative decision requiring the claimant, the
opertor of a landfill, to pay $581,538.98 in penalties
for the late payment of solid waste management
fees (SWMF). Landfill operators are required to pay
the SWMF based upon the amount of solid waste
disposed at the facility. Public Works contends that
the claimant improperly classified a portion of the
solid waste received at its facility as beneficial use
material that is exempt from the SWMF. The
claimant disputes the penalty and asserts that it paid
all fees that were due in a timely manner. Due to
the risks and uncertainties of litigating this matter, a
settlement that reduces the penalties owed by the
claimant to $250,000 is recommended.
